Gentlemen : 


At a meeting of the Committee on Ways 
and Means on November 5, 1959 with Chief 
Keenoy, the subject of the immediate needs 
of the fire department in the event of a 
positive annexation vote on November 24th 
was discussed. 


It is the recommendation of the Chief and 
this committee that should the remainder 
of Lansing Township annex to Lansing and 
we would be required to take over fire pro- 
tection for the entire area on December 31, 
1959. that it is an absolute necessity that 
we ask the City Council for an emergency 
contingent for eight additional firemen as 
of that date. ; 


Because of the geographical location and 
presence of two large General Motors 
plants, and additional residential area, 
which could be blockaded by the belt-line 
railroad at several locations at the western 
border of the present city limits, it would 
be necessary for us to man the present 
Township Fire Station at Michigan Ave. 
and Bon Air Road. The remainder of the 
township, we feel, could be temporarily cov- 
ered by the existing department, but the 
Windemere District, General Motors Forge 
and Plant Three present a serious problem 
to us. 


Further additions to the department and 
recommendations will be made when con- 
siderations are given to the next year’s fis- 
cal budget. It is strongly recommended by 
the Chief and Committee that next year 
two additional Deputy Chiefs will be re- 
quired for the expanded territory if the 
annexation vote is successful, and as you 
know, plans for a station in the Pleasant 
Grove area and relocation of one station 
are in the future development program.
